Cooking, which had become a tittle 
more varied before the cholera broke 
out — local purchase of sugar, soya 
bean and some frying oll (pork fat) — 
has been restricted again to rice and 
stew, to give as little chance as possible 
to flies to spread infection by contami- 
nating incompletely covered food.
